ous transformation theſe were ſecrets 
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unrevealed, unknown to Cain, and re- 
mained in obſcurity in the womb of Pro- 
vidence, till ABEL appeared, and thus 
continued the forſaken unfortunate in a 
changeable labyrinth of dubious uncer- 
tainties, confounding hopes and joys with 
grief and fears. . 


ABEL became Heaven's Ambaſſador, 
and deſcended from above to compleat the 
work of praiſe, to aſſiſt the outcaſt fugi- 
tive in the employment of devout adora- 
tion; for this did the angelic ſpirit of 
AnEIL deſcend from the manſions of bea- 
titude to communicate unto CAIN a por- 
tion of that good which proceeds from 
the beneficency of the all-wiſe Creator; 
influenced by ſuch attributes on the prin- 
_ ciples of obedience and the endeavours of 
Cain will be crowned with ſucceſs ; he 
can look upwards with eſtimation to his 
benefactor, while his humble gratitude is 
amiable in the fight of his Gop—now 
can he conceive the charms of native ſim- 
plieity and become enamoured with the

* Witt ABEL make a ſecond aefdtinbon 
and diſcourle with CAN! ? Did his ans 
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ture leave room for expectation? No, 
Cain; it was ſudden; no ſhadow of en- 
couragement for ſuch hopes; but benig- 
nity fat on his countenance, and a radiant 
chearfulneſs accompanied his ' aſcent ; I 
I will therefore devoutly acquieſce with 
pious reſignation to what the A/mighty was 
not pleaſed to reveal, and glorify Gop 
by ſubmiſſive obedience ; patiently wait 
his will for future manifeſtation without 
renewing my offence with wilful diſtruſt. 
Be content, O my ſoul ! thou haſt the 
boundleſs beautics and conveniencies of 


creation before thee, and all ſubſervient 


to thy neceſſities ; thou haſt prolonged 
days to taſte the ſweets of growing eonſo- 
lation, and around thee abundantiy ſpring- 
eth whatever is needful to conſtitute health 
and peace; ſpontaneouſly it grows in rude 


regularity and plenty for ſupplying my 


neceſſary occaſions, and uninterruptedly 
can I enjoy a cœleſtial communion with 
ne ſpiritual workings of Ynfenity.. 


ABEL the glorious / ABEL the child of 
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God / as an inviſible and protecting agent, 
will ſtill ſupport the heavenly commiſſion, 
and imperceptibly unto Cain inſtil into 
his mind rapturous ſenſations of holineſs ; 
the dark clouds of SaTaAn's aſſaults will 
be diſperſed by the breath of Heaven, 
and the Almighty will eſſay to conſole me 
in the weighty reflections of deep medita- 
tion—here will I reſt, and derive hope 
and tranquility from this nouriſhment.” 


Unmoleſted by weighty temptations, 
and free from oppreſſive anxieties, did 
Cain now enjoy, with peace of mind, 
all that his ſoul could defire ; and the ir: 
rational inhabitants of the unfrequented 
grove by their ſoothing language, undefi- 
led with guilt, became naturalized uato 
his penſive ſtate ; the feathered ſongſters 
aided him chearfully and liberally with 
their carly vocal adorations to devotion, 
and imbibed into his mind ſentiments of 
gratitude, to which mankind, from wan!

After this manner, in ſtrains of devotion, 
did the remaining part of the day elapſe 
with Cain, almoſt inſenſible of that ſuſ- 
taining refreſhment which nature required 
or to procure thoſe neceſſaries of life to 
which he had been ſo long accuſtomed; and 


atthe approach of even lays himſelf down

With devout veneration he humbles 
himſelf before the Almighty for wiſdom 
and underſtanding ; and in his ſorrowful 
prayer to the Omniſcient One, a voice mild 
and pleaſing came unto him from the mouth 
of an inviſible Agent. Cav, direct thy 
feet eaſtward ; Angels ſhall guide thee to 
a people country ; NOD by name, a land 
inhabited by the deſcendants of ADAM.“ 


From the ground he ariſes, and looks 
around, but no appearance of any exiſting 
Spirit or Su9tance from whence the voice 
came; his reliance was upon Providence; 
he knew the command was from Heaven, 
and eaſtward turns his eyes, and beholds 
a vaſt large tract of uncultivated barren 
and its wild productions the ſole produce 
of nature, deſarts unfrequented and un- 
known to man; thus encouraged, he al- 
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ſumeth fortitude, and eagerly proceeds 
with chearful footſteps o' er the dreary 
plain. Heaven fmiled upon him ; no dif- 
heartening occurrence intervenes to inter- 
rupt his journey, or render his walk un- 
pleaſant for ſucceſſive revolving -moons ;
